ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  YEAR

press  releases  on  subjects  of  interest;  issue  of  thousands  of  circulars 
on  various  properties  of  The  Trustees,  educating  the  public  to  the 
significance  of  their  work. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS  OF  THE  YEAR 

Bartholomew's  Cobble.  Installation  of  Virginia  rail  fencing  to  re- 
place barbed  wire  fence.    Increase  of  endowment. 

William  Cullen  Bryant  Homestead.  Removal  of  decayed  trees  and 
pruning  of  overhanging  limbs.  Painting  of  ground  floor  windows 
and  porches. 

Canaumet.  Improvement  of  holly  grove  and  footpaths.  Con- 
struction of  fireplace.    Installation  of  luncheon  tables. 

Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.,  Memorial  Reservation.  Regrading  of  Beach 
parking  area  to  improve  drainage,  and  improvements  to  board  walk 
and  office.  At  Great  House,  replacement  of  worn-out  refrigerators, 
and  adoption  of  policy  of  maintaining  minimum  heat  during  winter 
months.  Re-laying  of  stone  paving  on  east  terrace.  Shearing  of  allee 
hedges,  and  spraying  of  elms  along  drive  and  surrounding  Italian 
Garden.   Addition  of  picnic  tables  and  benches  at  Steep  Hill. 

Elliott  Laurel  Reservation.  Intensive  cutting  to  remove  many  pines 
and  overhanging  branches. 

Governor  Hutchinson's  Field.  Installation  of  benches  at  vantage 
point  for  view. 

Medfield  Rhododendrons.  Initial  thinning  of  overtopping  shade 
trees  to  encourage  rhododendron  bloom. 

Misery  Islands.  Clearing  of  rubbish  left  by  careless  visitors  due  to 
temporary  unavailability  of  warden  service. 

Mount  Ann  Park.    Gift  of  endowment  funds. 
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Old  Manse.    Increase  of  endowment. 

Old  Town  Hill.  Clearing  east  end  of  Hill  to  extend  view  toward 
Plum  Island  and  the  sea. 

Redemption  Rock.  Removal  of  undesirable  underbrush  at  base  of 
Rock. 

Rocky  Woods.  Completion  of  artesian  well.  Replacement  of 
temporary  wooden  steps  from  club  house  to  pond  with  permanent 
concrete  steps.  Further  extension  of  club  house,  with  installation  of 
refreshment  facilities.    Construction  of  house  for  warden. 

Royalston  Falls.    Completion  of  endowment.

PLANS  AND  POLICIES  FOR  1954 

1.  To  foster  a  widespread  sentiment  for  the  preservation  of  beautiful 
and  historical  places. 

2.  To  co-operate  with  all  persons  and  agencies  actively  interested  in 
securing  places  "worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
public." 
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3.  To  establish  an  active  local  preservation  committee  in  each  of 
The  Trustees'  affiliated  societies  with  a  view  to  furthering  the 
aims  and  purposes  of  The  Trustees. 

4.  To  maintain  and  develop  the  Reservations  entrusted  to  the  care  of 
The  Trustees. 

5.  To  preserve  places  of  scenic  beauty  and  historic  interest  wherever 
found  in  Massachusetts,  by  purchase  or  gift,  or  by  means  of  ease- 
ments or  special  agreements  with  landowners  concerning  the  future 
use  of  their  properties. 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  Sixty-third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held  in 
the  Back  Bay  Room  of  the  Sheraton  Plaza,  Boston,  on  January  20, 
1954,  at  a  quarter  to  twelve  o'clock  in  the  morning,  with  President 
Walcott  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  official  records  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Corporation  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  during  1953,  which  were 
approved  and  accepted.  The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Francis  E.  Frothingham, 
then  presented  his  report. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

At  the  close  of  1953,  the  two  endowment  funds  of  The  Trustees 
of  Public  Reservations  were  not  substantially  different  in  either 
total  amounts  or  in  distribution  between  stocks  and  bonds  from 
what  they  were  a  year  ago.  As  in  previous  years,  they  have  been 
under  the  quarterly  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Investments. 

Two  Endowment  Funds 

The  General  Endowment  Fund  received  gifts  aggregating 
$11,192.20,  credited  to  seven  Reservations.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
it  had  a  market  value  of  $228,955.02  against  a  book  value  of 
$175,778.65.  Neither  of  these  figures  includes  the  debt  of  $17,000 
still  owed  the  Fund  by  The  Trustees'  general  accounts,  on  which 
four  per  cent  is  paid.   Principal  cash  is  $4,215.38. 

The  Mission  House  Endowment  Fund  had  no  accretions  during 
the  year.  At  the  close  of  the  year  it  had  a  market  value  of  $146, 
628.88  against  a  book  value  of  $105,268.59.  Principal  cash  is 
$634.19. 

The  income  from  these  funds  was : 

General  Fund,  $11,582.05,  against  $10,480.90  the  preceding  year; 
Mission  House  Fund,  $7,152.51,  against  $7,307.29  in  1952. 

These  returns  for  1953  on  the  General  Fund  were  closely  6.5  per

cent  on  book  value;  and  on  the  Mission  House  Fund,  closely 
6.8  per  cent. 

It  is  the  understood  practice  of  The  Trustees  to  transfer  to  the 
general  operating  account  20  per  cent  of  all  income  from  restricted 
endowments. 

The  unrestricted  portion  of  the  General  Endowment  Fund,  i.e., 
$35,475.47,  is  sadly  in  need  of  very  substantial  increase.  Unre- 
stricted gifts  this  year,  which  it  was  hoped  might  be  used  in  whole, 
or  at  least  in  part,  to  reduce  the  debt  to  the  Fund,  had  to  be  used 
for  general  expenses;  and  even  then  further  borrowing  was  barely 
avoided.  The  fact  cannot  be  too  often  emphasized  that  the  oper- 
ations of  The  Trustees  are  entirely  dependent  on  private  funds. 

Operating  Accounts 

Four  Reservations  keep  their  own  operating  figures,  under 
general  supervision,  and  will  be  spoken  of  separately.  They  are: 
the  Mission  House,  Stockbridge;  the  Old  Manse,  Concord;  Rocky 
Woods,  Medfield;  and  the  Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.,  Memorial 
Reservation,  Ipswich. 

Condensed  statements  of  these  four  Reservations  as  locally 
handled  follow: 

Mission  House,  Stockbridge.  The  direct  income  of  the  Mission 
House,  as  is  the  case  with  most  of  the  Reservations,  is  small.  It 
is  supported  almost  entirely  by  its  endowment  income,  previously 
mentioned.  Its  local  receipts  were  $750.57,  though  its  total  income 
and  expenses  were: 

Receipts   $7,284.45 

Expenses   6,970.28 

Gain   $  314.17 

There  were  large  expenses  of  maintenance  during  the  year  which 
endowment  income  was  sufficient  to  meet.  A  reserve  account  in 
the  Lee,  Massachusetts,  Savings  Bank  has  been  built  up  over 
several  years,  and  now  stands  at  $3,171.03. 

Old  Manse,  Concord.  The  Old  Manse  was  visited  in  1953  by 
over  14,000  people.  It  continues  to  be  a  popular  Reservation. 
Local  receipts  were  $4,969.60. 

Total  Receipts   $5,469.60 

Total  Expenses   5,644.67 

Loss   $  175.07 

Again  endowment  income  helped  out.  As  of  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  endowment  was  $7,617.36,  a  gain  during  the  year  of  $2,284.50. 

Rocky  Woods,  Medfield.  This  much -used  Reservation  has  Dr. 
Joel  E.  Goldthwait  to  thank  for  his  very  substantial  contributions 
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to  its  development  and  maintenance.  Its  endowment  now  stands 
at  $13,026.42.  During  the  past  year  the  local  income  was  $2,089.95. 
Total  receipts  and  expenditures  during  1953  were: 


Included  in  these  receipts  were  gifts  by  Dr.  Goldthwait  of 
$11,684.21. 

Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.,  Memorial  Reservation,  Ipswich.  This  is 
The  Trustees'  largest  Reservation.  It  includes  the  operation  of 
the  splendid  Ipswich  Beach  and  the  big  drumlin  known  as  Castle 
Hill.  There  is,  unfortunately,  no  endowment.  The  Castle  Hill 
operations  have  not  yet  become  self-supporting,  but  the  popularity 
of  the  Beach  produces  a  return  that  has  so  far  taken  care  of  total 
Reservation  needs.  The  aggregate  figures  of  The  Trustees' 
operations  on  this  Reservation  for  1953  were: 

Receipts   $90,544.20 

Expenditures   80,739.28 

Balance   $  9,804.92 

Carry  over,  December  31,  1952   4,644.34 

Cash  Balance,  December  31,  1953  (Ipswich  National  Bank)   $14,449.26 

These  figures  include  agreed-upon  reimbursements  for  amounts 
paid  by  The  Trustees  for  maintenance  and  other  expenditures 
aggregating  $12,290,  some  made  in  1952.  The  Reservation  has 
also  a  capital  fund  in  the  General  Endowment  Fund  in  Boston, 
with  interest  thereon  credited  to  principal,  which  as  of  December 
31,  1953,  stood  at  $10,484.53.  The  Crane  Reservation  figures 
have  been  audited  and  found  correct. 

Of  the  above  balance  of  $14,449.26,  $7,649.60  is  due  the  Town  of 
Ipswich,  payable  May  1,  1954,  under  the  Agreement  of  Adjustment 
with  the  Town. 

Other  operations,  including  eighteen  Reservations,  as  well  as  The 
Trustees'  general  administrative  costs,  are  handled  as  hereto- 
fore through  general  operating  accounts  in  Boston,  the  bookkeeping 
continuing  in  the  hands  of  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  Mr.  Ralph  O. 
Fenton.    These  condensed  figures  for  1953  show:

Disbursements   45,096.29 

Loss   $  156.72 

Cash  Balance,  December  31,  1953   $6,054.05 

These  figures  include  some  $8,000  for  Social  Security  and  Taxes 
Withheld  against  salaries.

Expenditures  include  the  salaries  of  the  Executive  Director,  the 
Assistant  to  the  Secretary,  and  the  Assistant  Treasurer;  and  of 
course  such  items  as  rent,  publications,  care  of  Reservations,  and 
miscellaneous  items  of  various  kinds.  Effort  is  constantly  being 
made  both  to  increase  income  and  to  hold  expenses  down,  but 
Reservation  needs  are  constantly  pressing. 

***** 

Following  presentation  and  acceptance  of  the  Treasurer's  report, 
nominations  to  fill  the  vacancies  occurring  among  voting  members 
of  the  Corporation  were  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  and 
approved;  the  candidates  named  were  then  elected  by  unanimous 
vote.* 

A  Nominating  Committee  (Andrew  H.  Hepburn,  chairman; 
Ralph  Bradley;  Mrs.  George  Lewis,  Jr.)  presented  a  slate  for  officers 
and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  those  named  were 
also  elected  by  unanimous  vote.f 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  a  proposal  for  change  of  the  name 
of  the  Corporation  to  The  Trustees  of  Reservations.  Called  by 
the  President  to  speak  on  this  proposal,  the  Secretary  cited  many 
instances  of  confusion  on  the  part  of  the  public  which  made  it  difficult 
for  him  to  raise  new  money  and  secure  new  members.  At  intervals 
over  a  number  of  years  the  question  of  changing  the  name  had  been 
discussed,  and  the  Standing  Committee  now  recommended  the  above 
proposal  for  adoption. 

Several  members  of  the  Corporation  expressed  views  for  and 
against  making  any  change  in  name  and  on  the  specific  name  which 
had  been  recommended.  After  discussion,  upon  motion  duly  made 
and  seconded,  it  was  voted  by  a  large  majority  to  accept  the  name  as 
recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee : 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  RESERVATIONS 

A  Trust  to  Preserve  for  Public  Enjoyment 
Beautiful  and  Historic  Places  in  Massachusetts 

and  that  appropriate  action  be  taken  to  effect  this  change  at  an  early 
date.

The  President  then  invited  his  Excellency,  Governor  Christian  A. 
Herter  to  say  a  few  words. 

Governor  Herter: 

Mr.  President,  distinguished  head  table  guests,  ladies,  and 
gentlemen. 

I  am  not  a  scheduled  speaker  on  the  program,  but  I  am  delighted 
to  be  here,  merely  to  express,  officially,  the  appreciation  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  the  wonderful  work  that  has  been  done  by 
The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  by  the  great  contri- 
butions you  have  made  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  also  to  express 
my  own  personal  thanks  to  you,  which  I  can  do  because  for  many 
years  I  have  followed  with  great  interest  —  sometimes  financial  — 
the  operations  which  you  have  conducted. 

No  one  could  take  a  look  at  the  map  which  appears  here  on  the 
program  and  study  the  various  areas  of  the  State  that  you  have 
been  instrumental  in  perpetuating  for  the  benefit  of  future  citizens 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  visitors  to  the  Commonwealth  without 
realizing  what  a  great  contribution  it  has  been. 

Certainly,  the  State  owes  you  much. 

In  addition,  the  State  owes  you  much  from  the  point  of  view  of 
very  sage  advice  and  help,  completely  objective,  completely  un- 
selfish, dealing  with  that  participation  which  the  State  has  by 
virtue  of  law  in  the  maintenance  of  public  reservations,  beaches, 
forests,  and  so  on. 

Your  President  was  quite  correct  when  he  spoke  about  the 
reorganization  or  the  transfer  of  the  Department  of  Conservation 
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to  a  new  Commission  of  Natural  Resources,  for  politics  were  taken 
out  of  the  picture  entirely. 

I  had  the  responsibility  of  appointing  the  first  Commission  of 
five  individuals.  I  did  not  inquire  as  to  their  politics.  I  have  been 
told  that  they  were  all  Republicans.  It  was  their  duty  to  select 
their  principal  executive  officer,  and,  as  five  Republicans,  they 
selected  a  lifelong  Democrat.  So  I  think  you  can  see  that,  insofar 
as  possible,  the  State  is  trying  to  take  the  whole  problem  in  its 
broadest  aspects  of  the  preservation  of  the  great  resources  that 
we  have  here,  and  make  it  a  completely  non-political  matter. 

Personally,  I  am  tremendously  interested  in  the  development  of 
what  we  have,  and  the  maintenance  of  what  we  have. 

It  is  a  curious  thing  that  in  the  economy  of  this  State  agriculture, 
which  is  a  very  important  element  in  the  economy  of  most  States 
of  the  Union,  represents  only  about  two  per  cent  of  those  who 
earn  their  own  livelihood.  And  when  I  say  that,  it  includes  forestry. 
That  is  an  extraordinarily  small  proportion.  I  think  that  only 
Rhode  Island  has  a  smaller  proportion  than  we  have. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  still  have,  thank  goodness,  very  large  open 
spaces  available  to  us  that  have  either  been  saved  out  as  State 
Reservations,  or  that  you,  through  your  organization,  have  been 
good  enough  to  make  available  for  public  purposes. 

With  the  growing  —  and  a  very  rapidly  growing  —  population, 
this  question  of  the  conservation  of  what  we  have  becomes  more 
and  more  important. 

It  would  be  foolish  for  me  to  cite  statistics,  but  I  can  say  that  in 
the  last  five  years  our  population  has  grown  at  a  rate  unknown  in 
our  history.  In  the  year  1953,  although  the  final  figures  are  not  in, 
the  indications  are  that  it  will  be  the  largest  in  rate  of  growth  that 
we  have  ever  had.  This,  of  course,  obviously  means  that  we  have 
problems  ahead,  —  many  problems.  You  see  them  continuously 
reflected  in  some  of  the  difficulties  we  encounter  in  the  crowded 
centers  of  population.  It  all  goes  to  point  up  the  importance  of  the 
recreation  areas,  the  importance  of  reserving  for  the  future  the 
finest  areas  that  we  have.  Whether  they  be  forest  lands,  agricul- 
tural lands,  beaches,  or  historic  monuments,  they  should  be  saved 
for  posterity. 

While  I  know  that  you  are  going  to  hear  from  those  more  directly 
concerned  with  this  matter  than  I  am,  I  do  welcome  this  oppor- 
tunity of  being  allowed  to  say  these  few  words,  and  to  express,  both 
officially  and  personally,  thanks  to  every  one  of  you. 


Following  the  Governor's  appreciative  remarks,  the  President 
presented  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Mr.  Charles  S. 
Bird,  who  made  the  following  report. 
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Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee: 

Increasing  population  in  its  relation  to  our  resources  is  the  most 
involved  and  serious  problem  in  the  world  today. 

Fairfield  Osborn,  who  you  remember  received  our  Conservation 
Award,  in  his  recent  book  The  Limits  of  the  Earth  deals  ably  with 
this  alarming  situation  in  many  parts  of  the  earth,  particularly  in 
Central  Europe,  Italy,  and  Asia. 

In  the  United  States  we  are  blest  with  many  opportunities,  but 
we  are  a  nation  of  over  160  million  people:  we  have  doubled  every 
50  years,  and  at  this  rate  in  50  years  to  come  we  shall  be  S00 
millions  or  more. 

With  the  40-hour  week,  vacations  with  pay,  early  retirement, 
72  per  cent  more  people  owning  automobiles,  and  40  per  cent  more 
families  with  incomes  over  $3,000  than  ten  years  ago,  we  are  living 
in  a  major  social  revolution  of  the  "leisured  masses,"  as  pointed 
out  by  the  Executive  Director  of  the  National  Recreation  Asso- 
ciation at  a  recent  Conference  on  State  Parks.  As  much  money, 
he  stated,  is  being  spent  on  outdoor  recreation  by  our  citizens  as 
the  entire  national  income  in  1940,  and  the  pressure  for  recreational 
opportunities  to  prevent  private  property  from  being  overrun  is 
increasing  each  year. 

There  are  thousands  of  acres  of  semi-waste  land  in  Massachusetts 
available  not  only  for  parks  but  state  and  town  forests. 

A  few  years  ago,  we  distributed  widely  a  map  of  Massachusetts 
prepared  by  the  Governor's  Committee  on  the  Needs  and  Uses  of 
Open  Spaces  upon  which  were  marked  in  yellow  publicly  owned 
properties,  with  proposed  additions  in  red.  The  time  has  come  for 
a  new  inventory  with  a  boldly  conceived  comprehensive  develop- 
ment plan  to  carry  out  not  only  the  recommendations  made  in  this 
report  but  many  more. 

Large  as  is  the  need  for  more  state  parks  to  give  more  recreational 
opportunities  to  the  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  visitors  who 
come  here  and  give  to  New  England  our  largest  and  most  profitable 
business,  the  development  of  forests  is  equally  important.  In  a 
comparatively  short  time  forest  operations  would  bring  in  a  sub- 
stantial income  through  planting  of  poplar  trees  for  pulp  wood  on 
a  14-year  rotation,  and  on  a  longer  rotation  coniferous  trees  for 
lumber. 

Our  purpose  is  to  save  places  of  natural  beauty  and  historic 
interest  before  it  is  too  late,  an  even  more  important  task  today 
than  when  Thomas  Jefferson  wrote,  "Mean  and  hideous  surround- 
ings reflect  a  dangerous  effect  upon  the  spirit,  cultivate  the  mistrust 
of  beauty,  and  therefore  it  is  a  primary  concern  not  only  of  the 
moralist  but  the  statesman." 

We  have  never  aimed  to  take  title  to  areas  chiefly  suitable  for 
recreation  or  conservation,  but  we  have  always  been  ready  to  co- 
operate in  helping  the  state  acquire  more  parks  and  forests. 
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We  have  organized  Local  Committees  with  wide  powers  to 
manage  each  of  our  Reservations  and  help  arouse  more  widespread 
public  interest.  We  have  missed  many  opportunities  through  lack 
of  free  money,  and  our  greatest  problem  is  how  to  increase  our 
membership  and  contributors  not  only  to  meet  our  day-to-day 
needs  but  to  increase  our  woefully  small  endowment. 

The  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  in  the  United  States 
met  in  Newport  this  autumn.  Its  announced  policy  of  having  no 
pride  of  ownership  but  a  readiness  to  help  stimulate  interest 
throughout  the  country  in  all  phases  of  preservation,  taking  over 
the  administration  of  sites  and  buildings  only  when  there  is  no 
other  solution,  should  be  most  welcome  and  helpful  to  all  Societies 
such  as  ours. 

As  you  know,  the  National  Trust  in  England  has  grown  by  leaps 
and  bounds.  The  public  through  Parliament  has  been  most 
sympathetic  to  the  great  accomplishments  of  this  private  Trust. 
Through  Parliament  acts  have  been  passed  that  have  made  it 
possible  for  many  owners  to  give  their  great  houses  and  properties 
to  the  National  Trust  free  of  taxes.  Only  last  summer  Parliament 
passed  most  progressive  legislation,  entitled  "The  Historic  Build- 
ings and  Ancient  Monuments  Act,"  which  will  now  provide  annual 
government  grants  to  supplement  the  endowment  of  a  property 
given  to  the  National  Trust  when  the  donor  is  unable  to  do  so. 
Moreover,  the  Government  will  advance  money  to  the  Trust  for 
the  maintenance  as  well  as  the  purchase  of  desirable  properties. 

The  preservation  of  historic  sites  and  buildings  is  necessary  if 
the  historic  deeds  of  men  who  died  to  give  us  our  freedoms  are  to 
be  remembered  and  are  to  inspire  generations  to  come  to  emulate 
them;  for  "laurels  wither  and  the  honor  of  the  past  is  not  enough 
to  uphold  future  generations.  Every  summer  the  fields  must  give 
their  crops  and  every  generation  its  own  bravery,  courage  and 
fine  deeds." 

On  his  last  journey  to  Rome  Keats  wrote,  "I  have  loved  the 
principle  of  beauty  in  all  things;  and  if  I  had  time,  I  should  have 
made  myself  remembered." 

To  love  the  principle  of  beauty,  to  save  places  of  natural  beauty 
and  historic  interest,  and  to  be  remembered  for  its  accomplishments 
must  be  the  continuing  aim  of  our  Society. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Laurence  B.  Fletcher,  Secretary  and  Executive 
Director,  was  called  upon  to  read  his  report. 

The  Secretary: 

The  Trustees  have  just  completed  their  sixty-third  year,  and 
it  was  one  of  their  most  active. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  year  1953  was  the 
decision  to  effect  a  change  of  name,  which  was  ratified  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  a  few  hours  ago.    The  name  of  this 
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organization  will  now  be:  The  Trustees  of  Reservations:  a 
Trust  to  Preserve  for  Public  Enjoyment  Beautiful  and  Historic 
Places  in  Massachusetts. 

In  spite  of  our  old  title,  we  were  able  last  year  to  secure  some 
200  new  Members,  fifteen  Life  Associates,  six  Founders,  and  two 
Affiliated  Societies  through  the  medium  of  lectures,  annual  reports, 
radio,  and  other  publicity  activities.  Of  course,  we  do  lose  some 
members  every  year,  through  deaths  and  resignations,  but  our 
membership  still  numbers  approximately  1500. 

Although  we  did  not  definitely  secure  any  new  Reservations  in 
1953,  we  inspected  three  interesting  ones  for  possible  acquisition; 
but  as  yet  they  are  not  at  a  stage  to  be  reported  by  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Your  Secretary  has  given  lectures  regarding  The  Trustees 
throughout  the  state  in  order  to  secure  more  friends  and  members. 

Among  the  gifts  The  Trustees  have  received  this  year  are 
$1,500  toward  the  upkeep  of  Bartholomew's  Cobble,  and  $1,000 
for  its  endowment;  also  $2,300  toward  the  Old  Manse  endowment, 
bringing  this  fund  up  to  $7,600.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  goal  of 
$10,000  for  the  endowment  of  the  Old  Manse  will  be  reached  next 
year,  at  which  time  the  income  plus  admission  fees  will  be  sufficient 
to  maintain  the  property  adequately.  One  thousand  dollars  has 
been  raised  for  work  at  the  Medfield  Rhododendrons  Reservation, 
as  recommended  by  Mr.  John  S.  Ames  and  Mr.  Walter  Channing 
of  the  Local  Committee.  We  have  also  completed  the  endowment 
for  the  Royalston  Falls  Reservation  in  Royalston,  which  will  be 
open  to  the  public  in  1954.  From  Dr.  Joel  E.  Goldthwait  we  have 
received  for  the  Rocky  Woods  Reservation  gifts  totaling  $13,716.51.* 

Your  Executive  Director  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Bates,  inspected 
all  the  Reservations  twice  during  the  year.  Improvements  have 
been  made,  and,  with  the  exception  of  three  or  four  areas  which 
are  being  maintained  without  endowments,  they  are  in  very  good 
condition.  More  people  have  visited  our  Reservations  than  in 
previous  years. 

The  Committee  on  Reservations  has  inspected  some  of  our  prop- 
erties as  usual  and  made  recommendations  for  maintenance  work. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  has  very 
generously  made  and  placed  eight  large  signs  directing  the  public 
to  our  Reservations  throughout  the  state. 

An  outstanding  improvement  has  been  the  development  of 
Mount  Ann  Park  in  Gloucester.  Through  the  generosity  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Minot  family  and  the  active  interest  of  Mr.  Henry  M. 
Channing,  an  endowment  of  $19,000  has  been  established  for  this 
property.  A  bronze  bas-relief  of  Henry  Davis  Minot,  in  whose 
memory  the  Reservation  was  given,  is  being  made  by  Sculptress 

*This  figure  includes  disbursements  in  the  amount  of  $2,032.30  made  directly  by 
Dr.  Goldthwait  for  Reservation  expenses  which  do  not  show  in  the  Treasurer's  account 
of  receipts. 
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Hilda  Scudder  Manning  and  will  be  erected  at  the  Reservation 
this  year.   In  May  there  will  be  an  unveiling  of  this  memorial. 

Among  the  interesting  activities  of  The  Trustees  are  their 
three-day  spring  and  autumn  field  trips  through  the  Berkshires. 
Last  spring  this  trip  was  attended  by  a  goodly  number  of  members 
and  friends.  They  had  a  chance  to  see  our  famous  Bartholomew's 
Cobble  in  Sheffield,  where  over  600  species  of  flora  were  identified 
and  listed  by  the  late  C.  A.  Weatherby  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs. 
Weatherby,  who  is  here  with  us  this  afternoon,  and  our  botanical 
warden,  Mr.  S.  Waldo  Bailey,  whom  we  are  making  every  effort 
to  continue  as  our  warden  at  the  Cobble.  It  has  been  disappointing 
that  more  people  have  not  visited  the  Cobble,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  natural  rock  gardens  in  the 
New  England  States. 

Other  places  enjoyed  last  spring  by  those  on  the  field  trip  were 
Monument  Mountain  in  Stockbridge;  the  Choate  Memorial 
Mission  House;  Miss  Mabel  Choate 's  beautiful  estate  and  Chinese 
garden;  Chesterfield  Gorge  on  the  west  branch  of  the  Westfield 
River,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  gorges  in  the  state;  and  the 
Dinosaur  Footprints  in  Holyoke,  over  one  hundred  million  years 
old,  as  well  as  many  other  interesting  places  in  Massachusetts. 

I  offer  you  all  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  join  The  Trustees' 
field  trips,  when  I  can  show  you  some  of  the  Reservations  owned 
and  maintained  by  this  private  organization  as  well  as  some  we 
wish  to  acquire,  and  incidentally  some  of  the  glorious  countryside 
of  this  commonwealth. 

Turning  to  The  Trustees'  Conservation  Award  for  the  year,  the 
President  read,  in  lieu  of  a  personal  introduction  of  the  recipient,  a 
citation  which  had  been  especially  written  for  the  occasion  by  Mr. 
Lewis  Mumford. 

Benton  MacKaye  should  be  reckoned  for  what  he  is :  a  benefactor 
of  great  spiritual  wealth,  who  has  shared  that  wealth  with  his 
fellow  citizens  as  copiously  as  any  Rockefeller,  Carnegie,  or  Ford. 
The  wealth  he  took  possession  of  long  ago  was  that  of  primeval 
America,  moorland  and  woodland,  mountain  and  river  and  solitary 
lake,  the  riches  of  nature  in  all  her  many  moods  and  dresses. 
MacKaye  realized,  with  deeper  conviction  than  most  people,  that 
something  precious  in  our  life  would  shrivel  up  if  we  cut  ourselves 
off  completely  from  the  forest  primeval,  or  allowed  the  forest  and 
all  that  went  with  it  to  be  irreclaimably  cut  down  for  the  sake  of 
less  important  needs,  if  more  tangible  gains.  Through  a  generous 
act  of  the  imagination,  his  Appalachian  Trail,  he  gave  this  great 
wealth  back  to  us,  and  awakened  us  to  the  importance  of  wilderness 
areas  in  every  part  of  our  land.  He  himself,  at  75,  has  become  a 
sort  of  nature  god,  a  Yankee  Pan,  not  merely  a  true  spiritual  des- 
cendant of  Thoreau  but  the  spiritual  ancestor,  let  us  hope,  of  an 
ever  growing  band  of   descendants:    upstanding,  sharp-eyed. 
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vigilant  Americans,  ever  ready  to  defend  our  wilderness  areas  and 
the  spirit  of  freedom  that  the  wilderness  brings  forth  in  those  that 
love  it  and  understand  its  ways. 

President  Walcott  then  expressed  the  great  pleasure  it  gave  The 
Trustees  to  make  the  Conservation  Award  this  year*  to  Mr.  Mac- 
Kaye,  who  acknowledged  it  as  follows. 

Mr.  Benton  MacKaye: 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I  don't  know  how  I  am  going  to  recover  from  a  shock  like  this. 
I  can  only  say  what  I  said  to  the  gentleman  who  told  me  I  was 
going  to  get  this  award — that  it  will  take  a  long  time  to  recover. 
But  the  best  way  to  express  my  gratitude  is  to  try  to  say  what  The 
Trustees  have  meant  to  me. 

It  interests  me  that  you  have  just  changed  your  name,  because 
I  have  always  thought  of  you  as  having  another  name — The 
Trustees,  not  of  Reservations  but  of  Restorations.  You  are 
restoring  Massachusetts  to  what  she  was  and  what  she  can  be. 

You  are  restoring  two  kinds  of  Massachusetts  culture.  One  I 
would  call  the  Primeval  Culture,  that  of  plant  and  animal  life,  the 
thing  that  the  ecologists  talk  about.  This  plant-animal  culture, 
or  "civilization,"  once  covered  all  New  England.  You  can  bring 
it  back  in  your  Reservations  (or  rather  "Restorations")  even  if  it 
seems  to  have  vanished.  I  recall  Professor  Shaler  once  telling  us 
that  all  you  need  do  to  get  back  the  forest  is  to  leave  it  alone. 
Indeed,  I  realize  this  in  my  home  in  Shirley  Center,  where,  with  all 
my  love  for  the  wilderness,  my  main  job  is  to  keep  it  away  from  my 
front  door. 

The  other  culture  that  you  are  restoring  is  what  I  would  call  the 
Colonial  Culture  (both  before  and  after  1776).  This  you  do  by 
preserving  historic  sites  and  buildings.  In  both  cases,  you  seek 
and  succeed  in  preserving  and  restoring  what  Walter  Prichard 
Eaton  calls  the  "mood  value" — whether  primeval  or  colonial. 

This  is  a  difficult  thing  to  do,  as  I  know  from  experience.  I 
sought  to  do  this  by  means  of  the  Appalachian  Trail,  or  footpath

1953    Benton  MacKaye 
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along  the  mountain  range  from  Maine  to  Georgia.  The  whole  idea, 
of  course,  was  to  restore  the  'primeval  mood  value.  Among  con- 
gratulations received  was  one  very  enthusiastic  letter,  stating 
what  a  great  idea  I  had,  and  hoping  that  I  would  live  to  see  my 
primeval  path  develop  into  the  biggest  automobile  road  that  ever 
was, — in  other  words,  turn  into  the  opposite  mood  value  from  the 
one  sought. 

It  is  difficult  to  keep  these  matters  clear.  But  the  true  compre- 
hension and  perception  of  the  Primeval  Culture  is,  I  believe,  the 
only  sound  basis  for  the  conservation  of  natural  resources ;  and  the 
perception  of  the  Colonial  Culture,  the  same  for  human  resources. 
And  you,  The  Trustees,  through  your  Restorations,  are  building 
these  cardinal  perceptions. 

Now,  this  is  about  all  I  can  say  in  appreciation  of  what,  to  my 
mind,  you  have  been  building  all  these  years  since  1891.  And  it  is 
customary,  in  closing  a  speech,  to  snap  out  those  three  words,  "I 
thank  you."  I  avoid  this  habit.  But  in  the  present  case  there  is 
nothing  else  really  for  me  to  say.  And  so,  for  this  award,  for  this 
citation  from  Lewis  Mumford  read  by  your  gracious  President, 
and  for  this  wonderful  reception,  from  the  very  bottom  of  my  being 
let  me  say  that  I  certainly  do — thank  you! 

The  President  then  presented  the  luncheon  speaker,  the  Honorable 
Arthur  T.  Lyman,  Commissioner,  Department  of  Natural  Resources, 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Commissioner  Lyman: 

I  am  very  happy  to  address  the  officers  and  members  of  The 
Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  today  for  a  variety  of  reasons. 

First  and  foremost,  I  would  like  to  tell  you  a  little  something 
about  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  because  it  is  the  only 
state  agency  that  pursues  the  ideal  of  preserving  natural  beauty, 
which  has  long  been  a  single  purpose  of  your  organization. 

Secondly,  it  is  a  vast  operation  that  concerns  itself  with  the  many 
other  facets  of  a  bountiful  nature  on  land  and  sea. 

For  many  years,  we  were  known  as  the  Department  of  Conserva- 
tion, and  although  that  term  actually  means  the  wise  use  and 
planned  management  of  our  natural  resources,  its  continued  usage 
by  the  uninformed  has  made  it  synonymous  with  hunting  and 
fishing  and  nothing  else. 

Lack  of  public  education  was  undoubtedly  responsible  for  this 
grave  error;  but  since  an  error  has  been  made,  the  only  remedy  is 
to  correct  it. 

It  is  our  proudest  heritage  that  we  live  in  a  republic  and  do  not 
pay  homage  to  any  crowned  head,  but  last  spring,  we,  together 
with  the  rest  of  the  world,  looked  on  and  applauded  when  a  Queen 
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was  crowned.  It  was  a  gala  occasion,  and  one  of  the  few  times  in 
the  last  half -century  for  the  crown  jewels  to  be  removed  from  their 
guarded  place  in  the  Tower  of  London  for  public  display. 

I  look  upon  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  as  the 
pioneer  guardians  of  our  crown  jewels — Nature's  unspoiled  beauty 
spots.  Your  policy  of  co-operation  to  preserve  them  stretches  far 
beyond  the  confines  of  Massachusetts.  Charles  Sumner  Bird, 
chairman  of  your  Standing  Committee,  is  a  council  member  of 
The  National  Trust  for  Places  of  Historic  Interest  or  Natural 
Beauty  in  England,  Wales,  and  Northern  Ireland.  He  and  Mrs. 
Francis  B.  Crowninshield  are  directors  of  the  National  Trust  for 
Historic  Preservation  in  the  United  States. 

Crown  Jewels  of  the  Commonwealth 

I  cannot  mention  all  our  crown  jewels,  but  I  would  suggest  that 
you  visit  one  or  more  of  them  this  year,  for  many  of  which  the 
Commonwealth  must  acknowledge  the  generosity  and  foresight  of 
The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  particularly  in  securing 
for  the  Commonwealth  eight  state  park  and  recreation  areas, 
some  of  which  I  will  mention  further  on.  You  may  also  see  what 
important  drawing  cards  these  places  are  to  our  rapidly  expanding 
recreational  industry. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  visit  the  Pittsfield  State  Forest  around 
June  first  and  see  a  mountain  top  covered  with  azaleas  on  a  road 
that  leads  to  a  breath-taking  panorama  of  the  Lebanon  Valley  in 
New  York  State  edged  on  both  sides  by  the  rolling  Berkshire  Hills. 

I  know  of  no  waterfall  so  beautifully  complete  with  the  stream 
below  as  that  found  in  Wahconah  State  Park  in  Dalton. 

Nearby  Windsor  Jambs  has  perhaps  the  only  spectacular  flume 
in  New  England  unspoiled  by  commercial  exploitation. 

Skinner  State  Park,*  with  a  gorgeous  view  of  the  Connecticut 
River  Valley  and  its  many  historic  appurtenances,  is  a  place  long 
remembered. 

The  Granville  State  Forest  is  a  gigantic  wild  garden  in  which 
acres  of  mountainlaurel  kalmia  predominate. 

The  Bradley  Palmer  State  Park,*  for  which  we  are  especially 
indebted  to  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  is  one  of 
the  world's  finest  arbore turns,  and  I  am  happy  to  add  that  it  is 
annually  fulfilling  an  excellent  purpose  during  the  last  third  of  the 
school  year  when  the  children  of  the  Newton  schools  visit  there  for 
week-long  stays  for  out-of-door  education  and  the  experience  of 
community  life.  This  pilot  project  of  conservation  education  has 
certainly  proved  its  worth,  and  I  expect  many  other  school  de-

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partments  to  follow  Newton's  lead  by  incorporating  similar  pro- 
grams. 

Those  are  only  a  few  of  our  great  natural  beauty  spots  which 
are  now  guarded  for  the  interests  of  present  and  future  generations 
by  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources. 

I  would  consider  another  flourishing  educational  pilot  project 
to  be  the  annual  Junior  Conservation  Camp,  located  at  the  Bears- 
town  State  Forest,  which  has  continued  to  grow  in  interest  and 
attendance  to  the  point  where  a  second  camp  may  be  necessary 
within  a  few  years. 

I  would  also  like  to  mention  another  of  our  great  parks,  which  is 
the  Myles  Standish  State  Forest  in  South  Carver  with  its  lovely 
lakes  and  the  largest  attendance  of  any  of  the  Department's  recrea- 
tional areas.  Two  years  ago,  we  located  a  reforestation  camp 
there,  manned  by  prisoners  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  was  our  first 
venture  in  combining  broken  men  with  broken  land,  and  clearly 
demonstrates  that  great  accomplishments,  of  worthwhile  impor- 
tance, can  be  born  of  this  union.  Aside  from  the  work  record  of 
these  men  in  forestry  recreation,  fire  control,  and  wildlife  cover  and 
food  improvement,  their  own  rehabilitation  has  in  a  large  measure 
been  accomplished.  Private  interests,  which  had  never  previously 
hired  men  with  prison  records,  are  now  employing  men  released 
from  the  Myles  Standish  Camp. 

Still  another  of  Nature's  jewels  is  the  Nickerson  State  Park*  on 
Cape  Cod,  where  is  located  Flax  Pond,  one  of  the  finest  fresh  water 
areas  in  the  entire  Commonwealth, — again,  thanks  to  The  Trus- 
tees. Last  year,  three  times  the  camping  facilities  for  the  entire 
year  were  applied  for  before  January  6. 

These  are  only  a  scattered  few  of  the  many  jewels  that  are  being 
guarded  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  but  there  are 
many,  many  more. 

That  the  public  is  becoming  more  and  more  cognizant  of  the 
Commonwealth's  natural  assets  is  best  shown  by  the  fact  that  in 
1953  more  than  2,600,000  persons  visited  the  Department's  inland 
park  and  recreational  areas,  thus  gaining  health  of  body  and  beauty 
of  spirit. 

And  I  have  not  mentioned  the  ocean  beaches, — vital  natural 
assets  that  we  should  preserve  unspoiled  from  encroachment  of 
commercialism,  which  has  been  an  increasing  menace  to  these  God 
given  assets  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Nor  have  I  mentioned  the  scenic  highways  that  have  been  con- 
structed and  will  be  constructed  to  offer  vistas  of  scenic  beauty  to 
motorists.

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Activities  of  the  Department 

Although  Massachusetts  is  generally  considered  to  be  an  indus- 
trial state,  it  is  a  fact  that  three  million  of  the  five  million  acres 
comprising  the  Commonwealth  are  devoted  to  agriculture  and 
forest  land.  Forestry  plays  a  large  part  in  the  state's  economy, 
and  aside  from  the  recreational  aspect  of  the  state-owned  forests 
the  Department  does  much  to  promote  approved  silvicultural 
practices  amongst  the  landowners. 

Our  work  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  needs  little  men- 
tion here  since  I  am  certain  that  all  of  you  are  aware  of  its  efficiency. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  Department  of  Natural  Re- 
sources is  also  concerned  to  a  very  high  degree  with  the  wise  use 
and  planned  management  of  our  marine  fisheries.  Although  our 
accomplishments  in  this  field  are  great,  I  am  hopeful  that  in  time 
they  will  be  even  greater. 

However  beautiful  our  treasures  in  Massachusetts  may  appear, 
they  are  in  greater  danger  of  depreciating  than  those  of  the  British 
crown.  Our  majestic  woodlands  and  panoramic  views  could  vanish 
in  a  short  space  of  time  from  this  Commonwealth  if  we  permitted 
some  of  the  dangers  that  confront  us  to  gain  headway. 

Last  year,  over  one  million  of  the  three  million  acres  of  forest 
land  in  the  Commonwealth  were  partially  to  totally  defoliated  by 
the  ravages  of  the  gypsy  moth.  These  areas  are  principally  in  the 
Connecticut  Valley  and  eastward  to  Worcester  County,  with  many 
hot  spots  to  the  east,  the  largest  being  along  the  Norfolk-Bristol 
county  line. 

Fortunately,  under  Governor  Herter's  wise  plan,  a  real  program 
aimed  at  decimating  the  gypsy  moth  is  now  possible.  The  same 
type  of  program  that  was  so  successful  in  Plymouth  and  Barnstable 
counties  will  be  followed.  Unfortunately,  the  terrible  tornado  that 
crossed  the  state  from  Colrain  to  Chatham  carried  caterpillars  on 
its  fringes  into  both  Plymouth  and  Barnstable  counties  and  fear 
was  expressed  that  they  would  again  cause  a  blight,  but  the  cone 
of  the  storm  rose  some  sixty  thousand  feet  in  the  air  and  froze  the 
bugs.  Periodic  examination  of  gypsy  moth  traps  on  a  strip  twenty 
to  thirty  miles  wide  has  shown  no  returns  worth  mentioning. 
This  is  the  program  that  Governor  Herter  wants  to  use  in  other 
areas  of  the  state,  and  I  urge  that  you  co-operate  with  him  and  the 
Department  of  Natural  Resources  in  their  efforts  to  obviate  this 
menace. 

Science  has  not  discovered  the  answer  to  the  Dutch  Elm  disease 
as  yet.  This  killer  is  everywhere,  and  I  think  you  will  agree  that 
part  of  the  priceless  legacy  from  our  forefathers  is  the  stately  elms 
that  grace  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth.  They  are 
distinctly  characteristic  of  New  England.  Their  neglect,  through 
failure  to  spray  and  prune,  could  mean  disaster  to  the  natural 
beauty  and  charm  of  this  section.

All  of  these  areas  that  I  have  mentioned  are  happy  symptoms  of 
the  term  conservation.  Although  the  name  of  my  Department  has 
been  changed,  its  chief  function  is  still  that  of  conservation  of  our 
natural  resources  in  the  fullest  meaning  of  the  word.  I  have  men- 
tioned to  you  in  some  detail  the  activities  of  the  Department.  The 
greatest  need  is  for  public  co-operation  in  what  we  are  trying  to  do. 

Need  for  Public  Co-operation 

No  single  phase  of  conservation  can  stand  alone.  All  are  de- 
pendent upon  each  other  for  survival,  and  together  they  make  the 
sum  total.  To  a  conservationist,  land-use  control  is  essential;  lack 
of  it  is  ruinous.  Our  cities  and  towns  are  zoned  to  preserve  our 
homes.  Why  should  we  not  zone  some  of  our  natural  resources — 
particularly  watersheds — to  protect  our  very  lives  and  the  lives 
of  those  who  will  follow  us? 

For  after  all,  our  crown  jewels — like  those  of  the  British  crown: — 
are  given  to  us  in  trust  for  a  relatively  short  time.  It  is  our  duty 
to  protect  and  preserve  and  enhance  them  so  that  they  will  have 
increased  in  value  when  they  are  passed  on  to  the  next  generation. 

I  cannot  leave  you  without  congratulating  The  Trustees  of 
Public  Reservations,  not  only  for  owning  and  maintaining 
twenty-six  Reservations  open  to  the  public  throughout  this  Com- 
monwealth, but  for  the  great  interest  they  have  taken  in  securing 
for  the  public  benefit  those  forests  and  parks  I  mentioned  earlier, 
which  are  now  maintained  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Re- 
sources. 

The  officers  of  The  Trustees  were  always  very  co-operative  in 
working  with  me  as  Commissioner  of  Conservation  in  matters 
of  mutual  interest. 

I  know  of  no  other  agency  in  any  other  state  which  parallels 
The  Trustees  in  their  outstanding  achievements.

After  the  showing  of  a  colored  motion  picture  film  illustrating  the 
Quetico-Superior  Wilderness  Area,  presented  through  the  generous 
interest  of  Mr.  Cornelius  A.  Wood  of  Andover,  the  Annual  Conference 
was  adjourned  at  half-past  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

MANAGEMENT  OF  RESERVATIONS 


GENERAL  POLICIES 

To  welcome  the  public  on  the  Reservations,  which  are  set  aside 
for  the  enjoyment  of  natural  beauty  and  the  edification  provided  by 
historic  places;  they  are  not  preserved  as  amusement  parks. 

To  preserve  The  Trustees'  lands  in  pristine  condition. 

To  cherish  handsome  trees,  native  wildflowers,  and  shrubs. 

To  protect  birds  and  wildlife. 

To  keep  vistas  open  and  excess  scrub  growth  cut  down. 

To  keep  to  a  minimum  all  roads,  paths,  parking  areas,  picnic 
grounds,  service  buildings,  etc.,  and  where  they  are  required  to  have 
them  simple  and  inconspicuous. 

To  preserve  historical  landmarks. 

LOCAL  COMMITTEES  OF  MANAGEMENT 

Preamble 

All  property  of  all  Reservations,  together  with  all  their  assets  and 
liabilities,  belongs  to  and  is  the  responsibility  of  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations. 

The  Trustees  have  delegated  power  to  act  to  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee, which  determines  policies,  authorizes  disbursements  of  monies, 
and  stipulates  the  terms  of  use  of  the  Reservations  by  the  public. 

To  assist  it  the  Standing  Committee  appoints  a  Local  Committee 
for  each  Reservation  to  represent  it  in  administration  and  to  carry 
out  the  principles  of  The  Trustees. 

Composition 

1.  Individuals  who  have  concern  for  the  Reservation  and  will  help 
administer  and  oversee  it  as  circumstances  require. 

2.  One  or  more  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  when 
practicable. 

3.  One  or  more  voting  members  of  the  Corporation  of  The  Trus- 
tees of  Reservations,  if  practicable. 

Duties 

1.  To  arrange  for  the  visiting  public. 

2.  To  receive  income  from  fees  payable  for  service  rendered  visi- 
tors; to  help  the  Standing  Committee  find  funds  for  normal  and 
extraordinary  expenses  of  the  Reservation;  and  to  report  on  the 
same  according  to  regulations  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

3.  To  hire,  pay,  and  superintend  such  labor  and  buy  such  mate- 
rials as  may  be  required  for  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
Reservation,  and  to  account  for  the  same  according  to  regulations 
of  the  Standing  Committee. 
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4.  To  protect  the  Reservation  from  injury  and  mistreatment. 

5.  To  report  annually  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  matters  of 
current  interest. 

6.  To  make  recommendations  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  such 
changes  and  improvements,  construction,  and  emergency  work  as 
may  be  needed  or  desirable.  This  would  include  all  undertakings 
which  affect  the  permanent  character  of  the  area,  such  as  increase  of 
land  holdings;  tree  felling;  building  of  roads,  major  trails,  and  fire- 
breaks; designs  for  planting,  shelters,  service  buildings,  memorials, 
etc. ;  and  alterations  of  existing  buildings. 

7.  To  keep  on  file  in  the  office  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations 
all  rules  and  regulations  controlling  the  administration  of  the  Reser- 
vation, all  of  which  must  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Local  Com- 
mittee and  the  Standing  Committee. 

*    *    *    *  * 

Study  and  appreciation  of  the  Reservation  are  to  be  encouraged. 
Where  feasible,  descriptions  of  the  land,  local  history,  geology,  bot- 
any, ecology,  bird  lore,  and  wildlife  should  be  collected  and  pub- 
lished for  the  use  of  visitors. 

Where  conditions  permit,  a  small  area  should  be  set  aside  in  the 
Reservation  where  typical  objects  could  be  labeled  to  explain  different 
kinds  of  rocks,  plants,  trees,  etc.,  for  the  information  of  visitors.

The  Cobble  came  through  the  drought  of  1953  with  little  percepti- 
ble damage.  At  the  end  of  August  many  of  the  ferns  looked  sadly 
withered,  but  autumn  rains  brought  them  back  apparently  without 
damage.  The  dry,  hot  weather  probably  cut  down  public  attendance; 
it  also  created  a  fire  hazard  by  drying  up  the  grass,  which  is  not  kept 
close-cropped  by  the  cows  as  it  used  to  be.  Now  that  the  handsome 
chestnut  rail  fence,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Rodney  Procter  of  Stockbridge, 
has  been  erected  along  the  west  boundary,  our  most  pressing  needs 
are  money  and  cows — cows  to  keep  the  grass  cropped,  and  money  to 
thin  out  the  great  number  of  cedar  trees  which  are  beginning  to  choke 
up  the  vistas  and  hide  the  rock  faces.  There  would  still  be  enough 
trees  left  to  attract  the  flocks  of  cedar  waxwings  which  now  visit  the 
Cobble  in  the  autumn  to  feed  on  the  berries.

AUGUST  EVENING  AT  CASTLE  HILL 
One  of  the  Lighter  Moments  During  a  Scientific  Congress 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  The  Trustees'  Crane  Memorial 
Reservation  serves  increasingly  as  the  scene  for  large  gatherings. 

The  above  view  shows  only  a  small  portion  of  the  four  hundred 
members  (and  their  ladies)  of  a  learned  society  gathered  from  all 
over  the  world  who  concluded  a  day  of  sight-seeing  with  a  lobster 
supper  at  Castle  Hill. 

Located  on  the  allee  between  the  Great  House  and  the  sea.  the 
Casino  area  with  its  several  terraces  provides  the  setting  for  these 
outdoor  festivities.  Flanking  the  main  terrace  at  one  end  is  the 
Casino  itself,  offering  shelter  and  warmth  for  several  hundred  per- 
sons in  the  event  of  rain.  At  the  other  is  the  building  called  the 
Bachelor  Apartments,  whose  accommodations  provide  swimmer 
guests  with  dressing  rooms  only  a  short  walk  from  the  little-frequented 
North  Beach  and  dunes. 

Typical  of  those  taking  advantage  of  these  facilities  are  college 
classes  for  their  reunions,  professional  groups  for  their  annual  meet- 
ings, organizations  of  business  executives  for  industrial  conferences, 
and  similar  groups. 

An  outstanding  event  of  the  1953  season  occurred  during  the  fall 
when  the  Great  House  was  especially  staffed  for  the  week-end  ac- 
commodation of  some  twenty  well-known  scientists  who  met  for  a 
two-day  discussion  of  matters  of  national  importance. 
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The  old  schoolhouse  owned  by  the  Town  but  located  on  The 
Trustees'  property,  toward  which  Bryant  contributed  $500  in  the 
1870's,  was  sold  by  the  Town  and  moved  away  to  a  summer  camp. 

Several  dangerously  deteriorated  trees  and  overhanging  limbs  have 
been  removed.  Some  painting  was  done  on  the  windows  and  porches 
on  the  ground  floor. 

During  the  long  drought  the  surrounding  farms  depended  daily  on 
the  Homestead  water  for  their  cattle.  Fortunately,  the  springs,  which 
are  the  source  of  the  "Rivulet,"  gave  an  unfailing  supply  for  all. 

The  road  between  the  Homestead  and  West  Cummington  has  been 
partially  improved,  intimating  that  all  of  it  will  be  done  when  the 
Town  can  afford  it. 

Now  that  the  main  highway  is  open  again,  it  is  anticipated  that 
more  people  will  be  visiting  the  Homestead  next  year. 

CANAUMET:  LOWELL  HOLLY  RESERVATION 

(Mashpee  and  Sandwich)

Last  year,  your  Committee  referred  to  "Little  Canaumet"  as  an 
undeveloped  portion  of  the  Reservation  which  it  was  hoped  might 
be  connected  with  the  rest  of  the  peninsula  by  an  easily  accessible 
path.  This  was  done  during  the  winter  of  1953,  and  the  visitor  may 
now  extend  his  adventurous  walk  to  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sections 
of  the  entire  area.  At  the  end  of  Little  Canaumet  the  land  rises 
abruptly  from  the  pond  to  a  height  of  some  50  feet,  presenting  a 
remarkable  picture  of  the  expanse  of  Wakeby  Pond. 

Wakeby  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the  many  Cape  Cod  ponds ; 
in  addition  to  its  crystal  clear  water  are  its  beautiful  shore  line  and 
the  occasional  islands  jutting  up  from  the  water.  With  the  path  to 
Little  Canaumet  completed,  foot  trails  now  offer  the  nature-minded 
visitor  an  absorbing  two-mile  walk  from  the  entrance. 

During  the  winter,  an  additional  area  along  the  road  was  cleared 
of  brush  and  trees  so  that  the  hollies  bordering  Mashpee  Pond  near 
the  road  are  more  visible  and  accessible.  Also,  some  holly  groups, 
only  partially  cleared  last  season,  have  been  completely  opened  and 
are  now  more  easily  seen  from  the  path. 

The  crop  of  holly  berries  has  never  been  better  than  the  past  season, 
nor  the  trees  more  beautiful  in  the  clear  winter  sunshine.  A  large 
flock  of  robins  have  discovered  that  they  can  pass  the  winter  here; 
with  plenty  of  holly  berries  to  feed  on,  they  are  able  to  "live  high" 
before  returning  to  their  summer  homes  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New- 
foundland. Their  northward  flight  in  March  startles  Maine  shore 
residents  into  believing  that  spring  must  have  come,  since  the  robins 
are  back  from  the  South ! 

Your  Chairman  has  introduced  many  new  visitors  to  the  trails 
throughout  the  Reservation  during  the  past  season,  and  Canaumet 
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is  fast  becoming  a  mecca  for  those  who  like  to  get  away  from  the 
beaten  path  and  enjoy  its  quiet  shady  places.  The  picnic  area  is 
increasingly  used,  particularly  since  the  building  of  the  fireplace; 
additional  picnic  tables  would  be  put  to  immediate  use. 

Although  the  rhododendron  bloom  was  not  as  large  as  usual,  the 
plants  have  set  a  good  lot  of  buds  for  the  coming  season. 

A  calendar  of  the  season  in  the  Reservation  would  read  as  follows : 

Red  maples  bloom  from  the  middle  of  April  to  about  the  10th  of 
May. 

Rhododendrons  bloom  about  the  first  week  in  June;  however, 
this  will  vary  somewhat  according  to  the  weather. 

Holly  blooms  usually  from  June  5  to  10,  the  male  species  being 
the  more  beautiful. 

Tupelos  begin  to  color  about  the  middle  of  September,  perhaps 
earlier.  These  trees  are  among  the  most  beautiful  seasonal 
attractions. 

Holly  berries  begin  to  color  about  the  middle  of  October,  and 
are  at  their  best  in  November  and  December  and  throughout  the 
winter.  There  is  no  better  time  to  see  them  than  on  a  sunny  winter 
morning  with  snow  on  the  ground. 

There  is  evidence  that  at  some  time  in  the  dim  past  the  Sweetbay 
Magnolia  (M.  virginiana  or  glauca)  grew  on  the  Reservation.  This  is 
probably  the  most  beautiful  late  spring  and  early  summer  blooming 
tree  for  this  section  of  Cape  Cod,  and  if  it  could  be  replanted  it  would 
offer  an  added  attraction  to  the  visitor.

Despite  the  dry  season  the  Gorge  attracted  1850  visitors  in  1953, 
according  to  the  records  of  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Thayer,  who  resides  on  the 
premises.  The  Gorge  is  at  its  best  when  high  water  in  the  river  roars 
through  the  deep  and  rocky  chasm. 

Improvements  this  year  were  minor,  although  substantial  work 
was  done  on  the  southerly  end  of  the  fence  that  borders  River  Road. 
Again  this  year,  Mr.  Madison  as  custodian  maintained  the  Reserva- 
tion in  attractive  condition  for  the  public.

The  popularity  of  the  Crane  Memorial  Reservation  is  increasing 
yearly. 

Castle  Neck  Beach 

By  actual  count,  53,529  out-of-town  cars  visited  the  Beach  in 
1953,  5,220  more  than  during  the  preceding  year.  If  the  average 
number  of  passengers  in  each  car  is  estimated  at  four,*  and  if  38  is 
set  as  the  average  number  of  persons  in  each  of  the  78  buses  that 
came  during  the  season,  Beach  visitors  from  beyond  the  Ipswich 
town  borders  numbered  some  22,000  more  than  in  1952,  or  a  total 
of  about  217,000  persons. 

To  these  figures  should  be  added  the  recurring  visits  of  the  1,299 
Ipswich  year-round  residents  and  the  282  summer  residents  to  whom 
the  Town  reported  that  free  admission  stickers  or  cards  had  been 
given.  In  1953  these  free  stickers  and  cards  were  issued  to  481 
more  persons  than  in  1952. 

The  number  of  cars  turned  away  because  of  a  "full  house*'  in  the 
parking  area  numbered  only  140  as  a  total  for  the  entire  season, 
and  the  greater  number  of  these  were  able  to  return  and  park  later. 

Some  little  notion  of  what  it  means  to  entertain  so  many  guests 
during  a  season  can  be  had  from  figures  indicating  a  few  of  the  "eats 
and  drinks"  they  bought  at  the  Store :

*The  figure  of  3.8  persons  per  car  which  park  planners  have  used  for  many  years  as 
a  basis  for  design  has  recently  been  revised  upward  to  4.1  for  cars  visiting  state  parks. 
fThese  figures  are  for  July  and  August  only. 
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The  casual  observer  might  suppose  from  operations  of  this  magni- 
tude that  the  Reservation  (comprising  the  Beach  and  Castle  Hill) 
is  a  money-maker  and  that  The  Trustees  profit  greatly  thereby. 
Such,  however,  is  far  from  the  case. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  total  operating  income  from  the  Reserva- 
tion in  1953  was  large  ($78,216.60),  it  was  not  so  large  as  the  total 
disbursements  for  the  year  ($80,739.28).  Fortunately  the  carry- 
over balance  from  1952  ($4,644.34),  plus  certain  reimbursements 
($12,290.00)  for  expenditures  made  in  1952  and  1953,  covered  this 
operating  deficit  and  left  a  sizable  cash  balance  ($14,449.26)  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

This  balance,  however,  will  have  to  carry  the  Reservation  during 
the  first  four  months  of  1954,  when  there  is  no  appreciable  income; 
furthermore,  it  must  cover  the  1954  annual  payment  ($7,649.60) 
to  the  Town  of  Ipswich  under  mutual  agreement,  which  will  be  due 
on  May  1.  When  this  payment  has  been  made,!  it  is  expected 
that  the  comfortable  cash  balance  as  of  December  31  will  have  been 
further  reduced  by  normal  winter  stand-by  expenses  to  nothing  at 
all,  even  though  the  net  income  from  the  years  operations  had 
amounted  to  $9,804.92. 

From  the  above  it  is  clear  that  the  Crane  Memorial  Reservation 
under  present  circumstances  can  only  barely  meet  its  expenses  from 
year  to  year,  even  when  the  weather  is  most  favorable  (as  in  1953). 

The  chief  capital  investment  at  the  Beach  during  the  year  was 
virtual  completion  of  the  regrading  of  the  parking  area  to  make  it 
self-draining  and  therefore  more  quickly  usable  after  heavy  rains. 

Two  new  regulations  on  use  of  the  beach  area  were  imposed  during 
the  year, — one  designed  to  discourage  visitors  from  bringing  intoxi- 
cating liquors,  the  other  forbidding  dogs  on  the  sand  during  the 
summer  season  because  of  their  obvious  nuisance  value. 

Castle  Hill 

The  Trustees'  co-operative  arrangement  with  the  Castle  Hill 
Foundation,  to  whom  use  of  the  Great  House  and  adjoining  grounds 
has  been  extended  without  lease  or  payment  of  any  kind,  has  been 
most  satisfactory.  Not  only  has  the  Foundation  made  appropriate 
use  of  the  buildings  and  gardens;  it  has  also  given  material  assistance 
in  maintenance  of  the  property  it  uses. 

Through  generous  gifts  from  friends  of  Castle  Hill,  The  Trustees 
were  able  to  undertake  two  long-postponed  maintenance  items, — 
topping  and  shearing  back  the  spruce  hedges  bordering  the  allee, 
and  re-laying  the  stone  terrace  at  the  Great  House. 

In  addition  to  the  1,400  people  who  came  to  Castle  Hill  weekly 
on  Concert  evenings,  1,720  cars  brought  visitors  during  the  season 
to  inspect  the  Art  Center,  picnic  on  Steep  Hill,  and  enjoy  this  extra- 
ordinarily beautiful  property.

Some  further  progress  has  been  made  in  clearing  trees  which  had 
overtopped  the  mountainlaurel  kalmia  in  the  center  of  the  Reserva- 
tion. Your  Committee  expects  that  it  will  be  several  more  years 
before  the  clearing  program  is  completed,  and  the  shaded  kalmia  once 
again  comes  into  its  own. 

Those  who  make  the  short  steep  climb  through  the  hemlock  grove 
at  the  eastern  edge  of  the  Reservation  will  find  a  pleasant  ledge 
surrounded  by  "laurel"  which  affords  views  through  the  trees  to  the 
southwest.

This  year  two  white  cedar  benches  were  placed  at  the  brow  of  the 
hill  as  resting  places  for  visitors  who  wish  to  enjoy  the  view  at  ease. 

During  the  year  The  Trustees  were  approached  by  a  group  who 
hoped  to  construct  an  amphitheater  on  the  Reservation  as  a  place  for 
dramatic  presentations,  but  the  proposal  was  of  course  rejected.

The  1953  season  was  somewhat  similar  to  that  in  1952, — a  wet 
spring  that  brought  the  early  flowers  (saxifrage,  columbine,  etc.) 
into  early  bloom,  much  to  the  pleasure  of  visitors,  and  gave  the  low- 
bush  blueberries  an  early  start  toward  a  plentiful  season.  Then 
along  came  the  hottest  summer  ever  recorded,  which  soon  caused 
things  to  dry  up  very  rapidly.  The  fall  foliage  was  very  beautiful, 
however,  and  lasted  well  into  December, — especially  that  of  asters  and 
goldenrod. 

Several  sea  storms  furnished  beautiful  surf  without  rain.  Increased 
attendance  was  noted  not  only  in  the  summer  visitors  but  in  the  num- 
ber of  winter  people,  who  were  well  rewarded  for  their  hardiness  by 
inspiring  sights  of  the  migratory  birds.

The  Holmes  Reservation  continued  its  policy  of  land  improvement 
from  funds  received  by  the  sale  of  hay,  the  1953  crop  having  been  a 
fairly  good  one.

For  several  years  the  rhododendron  blossoms  have  become  less 
plentiful  each  season,  while  the  plants  themselves  have  been  steadily 
increasing  their  growth  until  some  have  nearly  doubled  their  size 
since  this  property  was  acquired  in  1934.  Meanwhile  other  trees, 
including  evergreens  and  hardwoods,  have  also  been  growing  rapidly, 
and  as  a  result  the  shade  has  increased  by  leaps  and  bounds  during  the 
past  few  years. 

Realizing  that  some  expert  work  was  necessary,  the  Local  Com- 
mittee called  upon  Taylor  and  Cox,  professional  tree  surgeons,  to 
look  over  the  property  and  submit  their  recommendations.  This 
firm  proposed  a  two-  to  three-year  program  during  which  many  of 
the  overshadowing  trees  should  be  cut  to  let  in  more  light.  They 
also  proposed  that  the  wood  so  cut  should  be  pulverized  to  provide 
chaff  with  which  to  improve  the  paths. 

These  recommendations  seemed  reasonable  to  the  Committee,  who 
received  several  pledges  toward  the  cost  of  the  project.  They  there- 
upon decided  to  employ  Taylor  and  Cox  to  do  the  necessary  work  at 
a  contract  price  of  $1000  for  the  first  year.  The  funds  required  for 
this  project  were  then  found  by  the  Executive  Director,  Mr.  Fletcher, 
among  members  of  the  Local  Committee. 
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It  will  be  interesting  to  follow  the  results  of  the  work.  Perhaps 
two  years  will  be  required  before  the  bloom  increases  due  to  the  added 
sunshine  which  is  expected  to  stimulate  the  budding. 


MISERY  ISLANDS  (Salem  Harbor) 

(Local  Committee  being  reorganized) 

The  Misery  Island  Reservation  was  operated  as  a  wild  park  during 
1953,  open  to  the  public  without  warden  service.  Under  these  condi- 
tions it  was  inevitable  that  vandals  should  scatter  their  own  debris 
and  mingle  it  with  the  deserted  chattels  of  departed  wardens.  The 
resulting  accumulation,  at  a  cost  of  nine  man-days  of  labor,  was  con- 
signed to  the  flames  during  the  summer  in  a  fire  whose  smoke  prompted 
many  curious  inquiries  along  the  adjoining  mainland. 

Since  the  warden's  house,  too,  had  suffered  so  badly  at  the  hands 
of  irresponsible  visitors,  it  too  was  added  to  the  conflagration. 

The  Trustees'  portion  of  the  Misery  Islands  is  now  devoid  of 
dwellings,  and  is  the  better  for  it. 

Mr.  John  S.  Lawrence  has  kindly  agreed  to  serve  as  a  Local  Com- 
mittee of  one  to  see  the  Reservation  through  this  critical  wardenless 
period.

The  year  1953  has  been  one  of  adjustments  made  necessary  by  the 
retirement  of  Miss  Choate  as  Chairman  at  the  previous  annual  meet- 
ing. This  may  sound  like  a  crucial  period,  but  actually  the  transition 
has  been  simple  due  to  Miss  Choate 's  desire  to  give  of  herself  in  con- 
tinuing the  Mission  House  as  she  originated  it  and  maintained  it  for 
the  past  many  years. 

During  the  year  there  were  some  changes  on  the  Committee.  Mrs. 
George  Hall,  wishing  to  be  relieved  of  her  duties,  retired,  and  to 
replace  her  Mrs.  William  Penn  Cresson  joined  us.  Mrs.  Cresson,  a 
firm  follower  of  Miss  Choate  along  the  path  of  conservation,  is  well 
known  in  the  field  of  sculpture  and  painting,  and  as  an  author.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  she  wrote  the  history  of  the  Laurel  Hill 
Association  for  its  centennial  celebration.  During  the  fall  the  Rev- 
erend J.  Edward  Elliott,  Minister  of  the  Church  founded  by  John 
Sargeant,  removed  from  the  village  to  take  on  a  larger  parish,  and 
relinquished  his  membership.   The  Committee  also  accepted  regret- 
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fully  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Ralph  Harden,  long  a  faithful  and  inter- 
ested member. 

Maintenance  necessary  at  the  Mission  House  has  been  continued, 
the  largest  item  being  the  reconstruction  of  the  two  chimney  tops. 
Thanks  to  the  devotion  of  Mr.  Bartlett,  the  grounds  and  buildings 
are  in  excellent  condition. 

Mr.  Bartlett  reports  for  the  year  that  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in 
attendance,  but  not  large  enough  to  show  any  trend.  With  the  an- 
nounced extension  of  the  Tanglewood  season,  it  would  appear  that 
1954  attendance  may  be  considerably  increased.

Because  of  illness  Mr.  Emmet  Sherman,  warden  on  the  Reserva- 
tion for  a  number  of  years,  has  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from  his 
position;  therefore,  it  will  be  necessary  to  engage  a  new  warden  for 
the  1954  season.  Warden  service  was  not  furnished  at  the  Reserva- 
tion during  the  past  summer  due  to  the  unsettled  conditions  involved 
in  the  reconstruction  of  Route  7. 

In  the  relocation  and  widening  of  Route  7  through  the  Reservation 
property,  the  Reservation  has  lost  a  small  amount  of  land,  for  which 
the  state  has  paid  adequate  compensation. 

Although  no  warden  service  was  available,  the  picnic  benches  and 
fireplaces  were  used  by  a  large  number.  Great  Barrington  Scout 
Troop  No.  22,  with  the  State  Highway  Department,  assisted  in  keep- 
ing the  premises  orderly.  However,  for  the  best  service  to  those  using 
the  Reservation  facilities,  it  is  very  desirable  to  have  a  warden  during 
the  summer  months. 

Now  that  the  road  work  has  been  completed,  it  would  appear  to  be 
in  order  to  proceed  with  the  cutting  of  brush  south  of  the  parking 
area,  and  putting  the  picnic  area  and  trails  in  first-class  condition  for 
much  greater  use  in  1954.  The  attendance,  with  the  new  road,  will 
undoubtedly  be  much  greater  than  at  any  time  in  the  past.

Due  to  remoteness,  the  fine  panorama  to  be  seen  from  the  rocky 
summit  of  Mount  Ann  has  been  known  to  few. 
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Fortunately,  the  recent  completion  of  Route  128  through  The 
Trustees'  land,  just  north  of  the  mountain,  with  a  well  arranged 
parking  area  bordering  the  highway,  now  brings  this  wild  park 
within  reach  of  Greater  Boston.  The  new  path,  through  moss- 
covered  boulders,  up  slopes  covered  with  hemlock  and  hardwoods, 
will  give  easy  access  to  the  glacier-scoured  summit. 

An  endowment,  provided  during  1952  and  1953  by  members  of 
the  Minot  family,  whose  fathers  and  uncles  gave  the  tract  in  memory 
of  their  brother,  Henry  Davis  Minot  (author  of  The  Land  Birds  and 
Game  Birds  of  New  England,  and  pioneer  railroad  builder  and  execu- 
tive), makes  possible  the  building  of  the  path  and  clearing  of  the 
great  vistas,  as  well  as  future  maintenance. 

In  May  will  be  unveiled  a  bronze  head  of  Minot,  by  Hilda  Scudder 
Manning,  set  in  a  great  moss-covered  ledge,  with  an  inscription  cut 
in  the  stone. 

An  invitation  to  the  ceremonies,  with  directions,  will  be  sent  to 
members  of  The  Trustees  and  others  when  the  time  has  been  set.

Attendance  at  the  Old  Manse  is  still  on  the  increase ;  an  all-time 
maximum  of  14,500  was  reached  this  year,  with  August  the  heaviest 
month. 

The  wallpaper  in  the  hall  and  on  the  stairway  has  now  deteriorated 
to  the  point  where  replacement  is  necessary.  By  a  happy  arrange- 
ment with  the  Thomas  Strahan  Company  of  Boston,  well-known 
wallpaper  manufacturers,  to  whom  The  Trustees  have  granted  the 
privilege  of  reproduction  and  sale  of  this  design,  the  Old  Manse  is  to 
receive  without  cost  enough  of  the  material  to  paper  the  first-  and 
second-floor  halls  and  still  leave  some  for  future  patching.  This 
arrangement,  with  a  low  estimate  for  hanging  the  paper,  seems  very 
worth  while. 

Some  minor  improvements,  such  as  painting  and  papering,  have 
been  made  in  the  east  sitting  room. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  many  of  those  who  want  to  help  sup- 
port the  Old  Manse  feel  that  the  more  deteriorated  and  shabby  the 
house  is  the  more  authentic  it  will  seem.  Your  Committee,  however, 
are  of  the  opinion  that  people  of  the  standing  of  the  Emersons,  who 
lived  in  the  house,  did  not  allow  their  property  to  deteriorate  to  the 
point  of  shabbiness;  the  present  policy  is  therefore  to  keep  it  up  to  a 
reasonable  standard  of  repair,  just  as  any  responsible  householder 
would  have  done.

The  work  on  the  Old  Town  Hill  Reservation  moves  slowly,  but  it  is 
felt  in  the  right  direction.  The  objective  is  to  open  up  the  view  with- 
out changing  the  character  of  the  area. 

A  path  has  been  cut  across  the  top  of  the  Hill,  and  poison  ivy  has 
been  sprayed  in  an  effort  to  exterminate  that  obnoxious  weed  or  at 
least  check  it,  and  perhaps  some  other  undesirables.  Tall  grass  at 
the  foot  of  the  hill  has  been  cut.  Gray  birches  and  wild  cherries  have 
also  been  cut,  but  due  to  lack  of  labor  the  brush  and  trees  could  not 
be  cleared  away  and  burned.  Much  of  this  work  was  done  by  men 
under  Mr.  Bates'  supervision.  In  the  spring  local  help  will  tidy  up 
the  cuttings  and  be  ready  to  go  on  with  the  work  as  planned. 

Effort  has  been  made  to  save  some  rose  bushes  which  are  believed 
to  have  been  brought  from  England  by  the  early  settlers  and  planted 
where  the  first  shelter  was  made. 

The  cockspur  thorn  has  seeded  itself  through  fruit  carried  by  birds, 
and  some  seedlings  have  grown  into  trees  which  make  a  lovely  bit  of 
color  in  the  fall. 

"No  hunting"  signs  were  posted  in  strategic  places,  but  it  is  difficult 
to  keep  hunters  from  "walking  their  dogs"  on  the  Hill. 

On  the  south  side  of  Newman  Road  (the  river  side),  with  the  aid 
of  the  local  fire  company,  the  great  collection  of  wood  which  had  been 
dumped  between  Oak  Point  and  the  so-called  Amphitheater  was 
burned  without  scorching  any  of  the  native  planting.

A  new  sign  will  be  placed  near  the  street  to  designate  the  Reser- 
vation, and  other  signs  will  be  placed  to  indicate  the  path. 

The  camp  site  has  been  kept  clear,  and  wood  has  been  piled  nearby 
for  use  in  the  fireplaces. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  how  many  use  the  Reservation,  but  it  is 
known  that  Boy  Scout  troops,  occasional  campers,  and  others  have 
enjoyed  it.

The  year  1953  presented  to  the  Local  Committee  for  the  Rocky 
Woods  Reservation  the  same  problems  which  have  faced  this  Com- 
mittee in  each  of  the  preceding  years, — namely,  how  to  provide  for 
the  ever-increasing  number  of  people  who  make  use  of  the  Reserva- 
tion for  family  pleasure  and  sport. 

In  the  spring  a  78-foot  deep  artesian  well  was  completed  to  provide 
the  public  with  pure  drinking  water.  The  original  wooden  steps 
leading  from  the  club  house  to  the  pond  were  replaced  with  concrete 
steps  and  an  iron  railing.  Removable  wood  covers  were  placed  over 
the  cement  steps  to  protect  skates  during  the  winter. 

The  lake  was  again  stocked  with  rainbow  trout,  and  several  new 
boats  were  added  to  the  fleet.  Fishing  was  a  very  successful  activity 
all  through  the  spring  and  early  summer. 

The  original  club  house  was  again  extended  to  provide  more  space 
for  the  warden.  Facilities  were  installed  so  that  coffee,  ice  cream,  etc. 
can  be  sold. 

The  Committee  feel  that  they  were  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to 
obtain  the  services  of  Arnold  Ripley  as  a  permanent  warden  for  the 
Reservation.  In  order  to  safeguard  the  extensive  property  now 
located  on  the  Reservation,  it  was  deemed  necessary  that  the  warden 
should  live  on  the  property.  To  this  end,  construction  on  a  new 
house  for  the  warden  was  started  late  in  1953  and  will  be  completed 
early  in  1954.  It  is  of  unique  log  cabin  type,  similar  to  the  club  house, 
and  is  in  keeping  with  the  general  character  of  the  Reservation.

Several  hundred  interested  visitors  came  to  the  Ward  Reservation 
during  1953,  and  many  of  them  saw  fit  to  repeat  their  visits. 

The  Reservation  is  assuming  a  definite  place  in  the  community's 
recreation,  with  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  using  their  camp  grounds 
and  with  more  than  200  attending  an  Easter  sunrise  service  at  the 
top  of  Holt's  Hill. 

Phillips  Academy,  as  usual,  took  advantage  of  every  snow,  and 
held  several  cross-country  and  ski  jumping  meets.  In  exchange  for 
their  ski  fun,  the  boys  have  been  very  willing  to  trim  old  paths  and 
cut  a  few  new  ones. 

In  addition  to  these  well  organized  outings,  there  were  other  random 
groups  from  girls'  camps  and  local  families  who  enjoyed  informal 
hikes  and  picnics  in  the  summer  and  skiing  and  tobogganing  in  the 
winter.  The  biggest  drawing  card  for  the  general  public  seems  to  be 
the  solstice  stones. 

Permission  was  granted  to  the  New  England  Power  Company  for 
the  installation  of  a  very  small  radio  hut  in  order  that  they  might 
better  control  their  operations  under  emergency  conditions.

More  and  more  the  woods  are  being  used  by  organized  groups  such 
as  Cub  Scouts,  churches,  and  even  labor  unions.  Many  groups  are 
making  reservations  almost  a  year  in  advance.  June  seems  to  be  the 
favorite  month  for  organized  group  picnics. 

Cars  from  Nebraska,  Ohio,  South  Carolina,  Kansas,  California, 
New  Jersey,  Wisconsin,  Mexico,  and  Georgia  have  been  noted  at  the 
Reservation.  A  Maryland  visitor  was  studying  the  Reservation  for 
the  Federal  government.  He  was  impressed  with  the  good  job  being 
done  with  an  income  as  limited  as  ours.  He  remarked  that  plans 
similar  to  The  Trustees'  setup  are  being  considered  in  other  states. 

In  spite  of  closing  the  woods  for  two  weeks  in  July  owing  to  the 
fire  hazard,  the  total  attendance  for  the  year  amounted  to  some  3000. 

A  small  amount  of  trimming  was  done  on  the  bridle  paths.  In 
1954,  re-marking  and  trimming  of  the  foot  trails  will  be  necessary. 
The  Reservation  still  feels  the  need  of  an  old  automobile  for  patrolling 
the  miles  of  roadway  and  trails,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  kind  reader 
will  have  such  an  automobile  to  donate.

ENTRANCE  TO  BARTHOLOMEW  S  COBBLE 

Rising  boldly  some  80  to  100  feet  above  the  Housatonic  River  and 
its  alluvial  meadows  ...  at  Ashley  Falls  in  southern  Berkshire  is 
Bartholomew's  Cobble.  This  picturesque  outcrop  is  comprised  of 
two  rugged,  rocky  knolls  or  cobbles  of  hard  limestone.  .  .  .  The  crest  s 
and  slopes  of  the  two  cobbles  .  .  .  are  crowned  and  clothed  with 
fine  old  pines,  hemlocks,  and  redcedars.  Some  few  of  the  redcedars 
are  estimated  to  be  two  hundred  years  old.  Also  there  is  a  consider- 
able number  of  hardwoods.  .  .  . 

Over  the  gray  and  weathered  outcrops  is  spread  a  rich  growth  of 
ferns,  mosses,  and  lichens,  as  well  as  many  another  rock-loving  species 
of  plant  life  of  higher  orders.  While  the  plant  ecology  of  the  ana 
is  largely  that  of  the  calcareous  soils,  many  tolerant  species  find 
agreeable  habitat  there,  also. 

To  date  more  than  500  species  of  growing  plant  life  have  been  iden- 
tified and  catalogued  on  the  30-acre  area  of  the  Cobble.  "Nature's 
rock  gardens  at  perfection,"  exclaim  appreciative  botanists  and  en- 
thusiastic rock-garden  lovers.

BEQUESTS  TO  THE  TRUSTEES 

Those  who  work  with  The  Trustees  are  keenly  aware  of  the 
handicaps  under  which  this  corporation  operates  by  reason  of  insuffi- 
cient funds  left  to  it  through  bequest. 

An  appeal  to  preserve  from  threatened  destruction  a  beautiful 
gorge  or  a  wild  and  unspoiled  ocean  headland  always  brings  immedi- 
ate and  generous  response;  there  is  a  definite  resulting  gain  which  is 
evident  in  the  form  of  an  additional  item  in  the  list  of  "Properties 
Held."  But  those  who  examine  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  (see 
pp.  6-9  of  this  book)  are  asked  to  remember  that  in  every  year  a 
large  amount  of  work  has  to  be  done  which  yields  no  immediate  or 
visible  return.  Some  negotiations  which  have  to  be  undertaken  prove 
fruitless,  while  others  may  not  result  in  the  acquisition  of  property 
until  some  years  later. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  receive  no  public  funds 
whatsoever. 

The  sole  support  for  the  work  of  The  Trustees  comes  through 
voluntary  annual  subscription,  together  with  the  unrestricted  income 
from  a  very  limited  endowment.  Your  Standing  Committee,  on  behalf 
of  The  Trustees  as  a  self-perpetuating  body,  appeals  to  everyone 
who  loves  the  shore  and  countryside  of  this  Commonwealth — and 
who  would  see  its  remaining  beauty  preserved — to  arrange  personally, 
or  to  suggest  the  arrangement  of,  benefactions  to  The  Trustees  in 
order  that  this  organization  may  the  better  fulfill  its  obligations.

It  is  suggested  that,  when  any  Local  Society  expresses  its  willing- 
ness to  co-operate  with  The  Trustees,  the  following  procedure 
should  be  followed: 

1.  That  the  Society  should  appoint  and  regularly  maintain  a 
committee  on  preservation  of  places  of  natural  beauty  or  historic 
interest;  and  that  these  local  Preservation  Committees  should  watch 
all  beautiful  and  historic  places  within  the  area  covered  by  the 
membership  of  the  Society,  and  should  inform  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  The  Trustees  of  any  case  where  their  intervention  might 
be  helpful. 

2.  That  a  rough  register  of  beautiful  and  historic  places  in  the 
region  covered  by  the  membership  of  the  Society  should  be  compiled 
by  the  members  of  this  local  Preservation  Committee,  and  that  a 
copy  of  the  list  so  compiled  should  be  filed  at  the  office  of  The 
Trustees. 

3.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should, 
as  far  as  possible,  endeavor  to  preserve  these  places  through  appeal 
to  local  pride. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should 
undertake  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  literature  issued  by  The 
Trustees. 

5.  That,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  The  Trustees,  the 
members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should  undertake  to 
further  the  growth  of  support  for  The  Trustees.

Massachusetts  General  Court 

Section  1.  Frederick  L.  Ames,  Philip  A.  Chase,  Christopher 
Clarke,  Charles  R.  Codman,  Elisha  S.  Converse,  George  F.  Hoar, 
John  J.  Russell,  Leverett  Saltonstall,  Charles  S.  Sargent,  Nathaniel 
S.  Shaler,  George  Sheldon,  William  S.  Shurtleff,  George  H.  Tucker, 
Francis  A.  Walker,  George  Wigglesworth,  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  The  Trustees 
of  Public  Reservations,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  ar- 
ranging, maintaining,  and  opening  to  the  public,  under  suitable  regu- 
lations, beautiful  and  historical  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  this 
Commonwealth,  with  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  the 
duties  set  forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Public 
Statutes  and  in  such  other  general  laws  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may 
be  in  force  relating  to  such  corporations;  but  said  corporation  shall 
have  no  capital  stock. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  by  grant, 
gift,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  real  estate  such  as  it  may  deem 
worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public,  but  not 
exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  such  other  property,  both 
real  and  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  support  or  promote 
the  objects  of  the  corporation,  but  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the 
further  sum  of  one  million  dollars,  [f] 

Section  3.  All  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation,  and 
all  lands  which  it  may  cause  to  be  opened  and  kept  open  to  the  public, 
and  all  lands  which  it  may  acquire  and  hold  with  this  object  in  view, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  the  property  of  literary,  benevolent,  charitable,  and  scien- 
tific institutions  incorporated  within  this  Commonwealth  is  now 
exempt  by  law;  but  no  lands  so  acquired  and  held  and  not  open  to 
the  public  shall  be  so  exempt  from  taxation  for  a  longer  period  than 
two  years.  Said  corporation  shall  never  make  any  division  or  dividend 
of  or  from  its  property  or  income  among  its  members. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
